Anyone who has 
occasion 
to 
travel the state-m aintained high­ 
ways of Pennsylvania will tell you 
that nowhere else are the hard 
surface arteries in as good dondi- 
tion as in the district ruled by 
Samuel Hart, with main offices 
and residence in Gettysburg. This 
can result only from eternal vig­ 
ilance. good engineer judgment, 
w ise use of monies available and 
attention to business. 
One of the best tributes to the 
efficiency of the local highway o f­ 
fices and management is the fact 
that throughout the present win­ 
ter, with ice on the concrete high­ 
way crossing the South Mountain 
in the western part of the county, 
most of the winter, not a single 
accident of a serious nature has 
occurred, while, daily, accidents 
are reported on much lens danger­ 
ous highways in other districts 
of the state. 
The absence of accidents in this 
district is due to the fact that 
as soon as the highways became 
icy, they were covered with ashes 
or small stones to prevent skid­ 
ding. 
And they were carefully 
watched by maintenance men who 
are on the job, just as the en­ 
gineer in charge is on the job. 
It would be a serious blow to 
this district, if a political shake­ 
up would ne permitted to interfere 
with the personnel of the manage­ 
ment of the district highway o f­ 
fices here either in the case of

Both testified they had been told 
by Mrs. Browning and her mother, 
Mrs. Catherine Heenan, that M rs. 
Browning “was sick and tired o f it 
all” and was not going back to the 
lea! estate man. 
The court room was filled with 300

against the w'alls. 
Browning’s entrance to the court­ 
room was the occasion for a pro­ 
longed handclapping on the part of 
the women, many of whom were eld­ 
erly farm women.

But you can get the 
sam e thing by asking most any

BO years old, one of the last two sur­ 
viving generals of the Confederate 
Army, died during his sleep Sunday 
morning at his home at McCausland, 
near Point Pleasant, W est Virginia. 
It was in July, 1864, a year after 
the battle here, that McCausland with 
3000 of Early’s cavalry swept 
into 
.Southern Pennsylvania on a raid from 
Virginia. 
On July 30 he entered defenseless 
Chambersburg and in a proclamation 
from the court house steps demanded 
of the inhabitants $100,000 in gold or 
$500,000 
in 
greenbacks 
as tribute 
within six hours, declaring that if it 
were not paid he w’ould lay the town 
in ashes. 
The citizens would or could not pay. 
They believed federal forces near at 
hand, and, 
according to some 
ac­ 
counts, laughed at McCausland and 
his “scarecrows,” as short of clothes as 
of provisions. 
But when the specified tim e had ex- - seen 
piled McCausland ordered his soldiers i ty. 
to fire the town, beginning with the 
central blocks. 
In ten minutes Cham­ 
bersburg was in flames and in a few 
hours two-thirds of the town was in 
ruins.
